The oral examination consists of 
brief questions on standard road 
signs. 
This determines the ability 
to read and discloses instances of 
color blindness.

But 20-40 vision is required 
for a license to be issued. 
This is 
the equivalent of one-iialf normal 
vision, 
Color blindness does not 
disqualify the applicant though it 
will mean special coaching in light

The three types of traffic signs 
on which questioning may be made 
are regulatory, warning and guide 
signs. 
Deficiency in hearing
